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Sinatra Tribute Warms Crowd at MAC

A packed house enjoyed a sentimental journey 
through the career of "old blue eyes'', Frank Sinatra, on 
Saturday night, January 22 at the Marion Art Center. The 
tribute swing jazz quartet. The Third Shift Band, included 
vocalist-trumpeter Rick Foster as Frank, Megan Harney 
as Nancy Sinatra on vocals, Mark Brown on guitar. Bob 
Flaherty on drums, Paul Peterson on saxophone, flute and 
coronet and Hyatt Knapp on stand up bass. 

The evening started off with the 'AH of Me", a 
1931 jazz standard written by Gerald Marks and Seymour 
Simons. The band played together while Rick Foster 
sang, then the instrumental members of the band played 
the melody line, featuring a rich jazz rendition of the 
tune. The instrumental version of the tune on saxophone, 
flute, coronet and guitar highlighted the variety of jazz 
feeling in each of the songs. "Summer Wind" - written 
by Johnny Mercer - followed, along with many familiar 
hits spanning the four decades of Sinatra's career. After 
coming in from the 20-degree weather outside, the crowd

warmed up and bobbed their heads and clapped along 
with lyrics such as "these little town blues, are melting 
away", from "New York, New York". 

Between songs, narrator Rick Foster would tell 
the audience tidbits of history about the writers, lyrics, 
or time and place in Sinatra's up-and-down popularity. 
Prior to the duet of Mr. Foster and Ms. Harney singing 
"Something Stupid", Foster noted that the song earned 
gold record status in 1967, despite competition from The 
Beatles. The song was No. 1 on the Billboard charts for 
four weeks. Prior to singing "New York, New York", 
Foster told the audience that the lyrics were written by 
Paul Anka for Liza Minnelli. 

Other songs included: "Someone to Watch Over 
Me", "The Girl from Ipanema", "It was a Very Good 
Year", "Fly Me to the Moon", "I Get a Kick Out of You", 
"Come Fly With Me", "My Kind of Town (Chicago Is)", 
and "Witchcraft". 

Megan Harney, the lone female, kept the audience 
wanting more with her solo "Over The Rainbow" and 
duet with Mr. Foster in "Come Dance with Me". At 16 
years old, Ms. Harney is already an accomplished singer, 
with a wide voice range and stage presence. She and Mr. 
Foster kept perfect time and pitch while belting out some 
familiar Sinatra classic duets, including, "I've Got a Crush 
on You". 

"We've been together, as a band, for three years," 
said Mr. Foster, prior to the show. "Megan [Harney] is 
intent on a career as a vocalist and is very talented, so 
we asked her to join us for some jazz numbers," said Mr. 
Foster. The Third Shift Band consists of friends who enjoy 
making music together, especially jazz, and came up with 
the idea for a Sinatra tribute performance. "We thought 
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it would be great to do an all Frank Sinatra show... not an 
imitation, but as a celebration of his career, and we got a 
good response from people we asked... and here we are,'' 
said Mr. Foster. "Sinatra is considered by many to be the 
20th century's greatest entertainer," he added. 

The concert ended with the Gershwin classic 
"Embraceable You", which earned a standing ovation. 
As an encore, Mr. Foster dedicated the last song to Ms. 
Harney and the band jumped into a jazzy version of "You 
Make Me Feel So Young", which left the audience with 
a an appreciation of The Third Shift Band as well as the 
variety within the Sinatra legacy.

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"We decided to combine efforts with the [UU] 
church to encourage sustainability and positive change 
in the community/' said Mr. Oliveira. "We are hoping 
it sparks conversation in communities... and turns into 
action in the SouthCoast." 

UU member Bill Elliott has gotten involved 
in helping the Marion Institute's effort to bring these 
environmentally mindful films to the public. According 
to Mr. Elliott, the church has screened "green" 
documentaries in the past, and in 2010, the Fairhaven 
church was accredited by the Universalist Unitarian 
Churches Association of Congregations (UUA) as a 
"Green Sanctuary" due to its sustainable works within 
the community. Mr. Elliott was pleased to team up with

Now associated with Hawthorn Medical 
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the Marion Institute. "The Marion Institute is about 
'connecting for change'. That's what's it's all about," he 
said. "We are trying to connect." 

Mr. Elliott said that the group was trying to start 
"honestly", with a core group of interested viewers, 
and that the group would hopefully expand via word- 
of-mouth. About 20 people attended the first film 
- "Renewal" - on January 20. The audience included 
filmgoers who were concerned about loss of farmland, 
food and water security, and organic food availability. 

"Renewal" addresses a wide array of 
environmental topics, including clear-cutting, alternative 
energy sources, and "mountaintop removal" (the removal 
of mountain crags for coal mining). What made the 
movie unique in the sustainable living series was that it 
addresses all of the environmental topics with attention to 
religion and spirituality. 

Included in the movie are views from Muslim, 
Christian, Jewish and Buddhist communities. The movie 
follows the works of several small religious groups who 
are focused on "green faith", and work together to make 
their communities more sustainable by adding solar 
panels to the roofs of their churches (and synagogues and 
temples), and by modeling the changes that they want to 
see in their community. 

In Falls Village, CT, a Jewish camp called Teva 
Learning Center works to teach school-aged children how 
their faith calls upon them to take as little as they need 
from the land. The film follows the children as they learn 
to take less food at meals and truly appreciate nature's 
majesty while reciting their prayers outdoors. 

The film series will continue with one Thursday 
evening film in each month through June. The venue will 
alternate between the Unitarian Church in Fairhaven on 
Green Street and the Tabor Academy.

Board Meets with State Sen. Rodriques 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A scheduled meeting of the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen was called to order on Monday January 
24, 2011 at 6:55 pm by Chairman Naida Parker in the 
Rochester Town Hall. Also present were Selectmen 
Richard Nunes and Bradford Morse and Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

Recently elected State Senator Michael Rodriques, 
present at the meeting, introduced himself to the Board 
and said that he hopes to assist the Selectmen in any way 
he can. "I know how important and difficult your jobs are 
here," he added. 

Chairman Parker brought some pending 
legislation to the Senator's attention regarding the 
current public water issue in the Town of Rochester. At 
present, the City of New Bedford is entitled to water from 
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Personal and Business Storage Units

Rochester's Quittacas ponds, for which they pay money in 
lieu of real estate taxes. This water is treated in Rochester 
in a New Bedford-owned waterworks plant off Neagus 
Way Chairman Parker explained the Board's desire to 
establish a Water Commission to help the town gain 
future entitlement to the water, and to ensure the water 
taken from the ponds does not adversely affect water 
quality in wells. Sen. Rodriques listened and explained 
that he had encountered similar issues in the Town of 
Westport. 

Mr. LaCamera interjected that New Bedford's 
entitlement to water was established in 1899 and should 
be revisited as the city renegotiates with the Department 
of Environmental Protection its allowable allocation. 
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which it hopes to increase substantially. To present the 
town's concerns with the DEP, a Water Commission must 
be created, hence the need to bring this to the Senator's 
attention for his support. 

Mr. LaCamera also took the opportunity to 
discuss the Governor's proposed budget, of which 
he said, "I wanted to express some of our concerns." 
Apparently the large increase in Chapter 70, or state aid 
for schools, will not affect Rochester. "We're getting no 
increases," he said. 

"The point is, over the past four or five years 
we've all been squeezed. The lottery money is also being 
reduced and we only get lottery, we don't get any general 
aid. There's really no benefit to the Town of Rochester," 
Mr. LaCamera said. 

"The Governor's budgets often times are not truly 
balanced," Sen. Rodriques responded, adding, "It is more 
of a political statement than a practical budget." 

After the Senator's departure. Old Colony 
Regional Technical High School Superintendent Gary 
Brown approached the Board about a proposed new 
roof and refurbishing of the school's science lab. The 
project is estimated to cost $2.5 million, and the school 
district already has raised $250,000. The Small Business 
Administration also is promising a 54.15 percent 
reimbursement, he added. Mr. LaCamera explained that 
this proposal "has to be approved of by all five towns," 
including Acushnet, Carver, Lakeville, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester, and that "it seems very reasonable if 54 percent 
is paid back and the rate is split between five towns." 

Chairperson Parker commented as well that "the 
building is always very well maintained," and Selectman 
Morse agreed by saying "you have our support." 

Under Correspondence, the SEMASS payment in 
lieu of taxes for December 2010 in the amount of $303,735 
was approved. Another letter from Adrienne Boutin 
requesting to fill her late father's position as Supervisor of 
Veterans' Graves was read, to which the Board members 
expressed their support but waited to determine whether 
the position needed to be filled by a veteran. 

The Board of Selectmen's next meetings are 
scheduled for February 14 and 28. There being nothing

Marion Residents Speak Out on Turbine

The single-digit temperatures did not dissuade 
more than 50 Marion residents from attending a hearing 
designed to examine a preliminary plan to install a wind 
turbine at Great Hill. 

Marion's Alternative Energy Committee meeting 
on Monday, January 24, 2011, evening attracted both year- 
round and summer residents who desired to weigh in on 
the possible installation of a 125-meter high turbine. In a 
unique arrangement, the Town of Marion is exploring the 
installation of the turbine with the Stone family of North 
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Great Hill Drive who offered to explore leasing their land 
to the town for the purpose of wind energy. 

Committee member Bill Saltonstall emphasized 
that the final feasibility study of the project is still 
receiving its final edits, but so far he said that the possible 
wind energy generated from a Great Hill turbine looks 
promising. With the 14 mph average wind speed at the 
area, the turbine would have a 38.5 percent ''capacity 
factor" - meaning that it could generate 38.5 percent of its 
total possible potential energy output. This figure, which 
is unusually high for turbines, would produce 1.8 mega 
watts of electricity that could offset electricity costs for 
municipal buildings. He said this site is more favorable 
than other locations, including Old Rochester Regional 
High School, which was determined in the past to have 
insufficient wind for a turbine. 

''The city can sell power to other towns, none 
would be wasted," Mr. Saltonstall added. The turbine 
would meet setback requirements and be situated about 
one-quarter mile from Stone property residents and 
one-half mile away from off site residents, he said. Mr. 
Saltonstall projected electricity savings to be $578,440 in 
the first year and $1,339,166 per year after 10 years, when 
the bond is paid off. 

"It shows tremendous potential in reducing the 
town's annual expenses for power," he said, adding that 
the turbine would reduce dependence on fossil fuels. 

Prior to opening the discussion. Chairman David 
Pierce sought to end speculation that the turbine would 
be erected in a short timeframe. "The impression that is 
afoot is that this is going up tomorrow, but nothing will 
take place without town meeting action," he said. The 
Alternative Energy Committee is merely undertaking a 
cost benefit analysis, he said, with studies underway to 
establish more facts. In addition to the pending feasibility 
study, an acoustics study has been funded, he said. Mr. 
Saltonstall added that potentially the town might ask 
residents to fund more studies six or more months down 
the road. 

Piney Point resident Kitt Sawitsky opened the 
floor with several concerns about the turbine and the need 
for more studies on health effects, shadow flicker, noise 
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and avian issues. He questioned whether the committee is 
adequately examining the potential adverse impact of the 
turbine on residents. 

"It doesn't seem the committee is seeing more 
than the financial benefits and the reduction of the 
dependence on fossil fuel/' he said. Looking around the 
room at the people who came to voice their opinions, 
he added, "You're not dealing with fearmongers. You 
are dealing with people who are afraid. That's a big 
difference." 

"We have brought in every expert, people who 
worked [with the turbines] at Portsmouth High School 
and Mass Maritime in this very building. We've been 
bringing in people for years. I take exception to your 
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comment that we're not listening/' Chairman Pierce said. 

Other residents spoke, including summer resident 
Jeanine Holmes of Piney Point Rd, expressing concern 
about lack of abutter notification and urged greater 
communication with residents. Sue Maxwell Lewis of 
Delano Road then inquired how the parts of the turbine 
would be transported, noting that her road - which leads 
to the Great Hill area - may require work to accommodate 
heavy loads. Mr. Saltonstall responded that the parts 
likely would be shipped by barge, and may entail the 
removal of some trees to maneuver to the site. 

Residents also voiced concerns about the changed 
appearance of the coastline with a turbine. "Most people 
are here for the simple reason that Marion is a quietly 
situated town. There's something wrong about fitting a 
square peg in a round hole," commented Gil McManus of 
13 Holly Road. "Erecting a 40-story structure visible from 
Cuttyhunk is not the way to preserve Marion." 

"I can't believe we don't have a value on the 
visual destruction. Just because you can't put a number 
on it, doesn't mean it doesn't have value," said Cove 
Circle resident Steve Cokins. 

The impact on nearby home values was also 
discussed. One resident said that after a conversation 
with a real estate broker - who predicted that the 
homes would be devalued by 30 percent with a nearby 
turbine - that he would be "first in line seeking a change 
in assessment." He added: "It will ripple through the 
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residential area. We need to look at the long-term 
impact/' 

Describing herself as a long-time health 
professional, resident Kathy Reed of 6 Register Road 
noted that in her research, ''I can't find one study showing 
no health effects [caused by turbines] . . . There is an 
annoyance over time that can lead to chronic illness, 
depression and anxiety,'' she said. 

Andy Kotsatos of 52 West Ave, however, 
expressed support for the project given that residents' 
concerns are carefully studied. "Cutting off without 
finishing the investigation would be a mistake," he said. 

Some concern was expressed about the lack of 
firm details regarding the mechanics of the release with 
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the Stone family. Mr. Saltonstall explained that the Stone 
family needs more information before proceeding with an 
agreement. 

The committee stressed that the project is in its 
infancy, with more studies to be conducted and more 
facts to be brought to the table. ''We're trying to get 
more information. We couldn't just rush into it," said 
committee member Eunice Manduca. 

Selectman Jonathan Henry, also at the meeting, 
said, "The board of selectmen will be inclusive on this 
project. We are committed to hearing all sides of the 
issue." He added: "This is not an asphalt plant or a tire- 
shredding business... There are financial pressures on the 
town, unpredictable things that have us [in an awkward 
position]." 

The next Alternative Energy Committee meeting 
on the turbine project is scheduled for February 28. 

Abutters Speak at Asphalt Plant Hearing 

Rochester Planning Board-

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson 
at 7:15 pm on Tuesday, January 25 at the Rochester Senior 
Center. Also present were committee members Susan 
Peterson, Bendrix Bailey, Gary Florindo, Dan McGaffey 
John DeMaggio - as well as Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
and Town Planner John Charbonneau. 
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The board approved the January 11 minutes 
unanimously with minor modifications, in addition to 
two vouchers for engineering services and supplies. 

The primary agenda item concerned a proposed 
bituminous concrete facility plant for a site off King's 
Highway in an industrially zoned section of northeastern 
Rochester. The proposed plant would process about 1,200 
tons of asphalt and accommodate up to 360 truck trips 
per day, and employ two or three individuals on site. The 
continued hearing attracted about 35 abutters and legal 
representatives, who for the first time had an opportunity 
to speak during a hearing about their views. 

Prior to opening the floor to the public, the board 
listened to applicant representatives from Edgewood 
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Development describe some modifications to the previous 
plan. Vice President Timothy Higgins reported that 
Edgewood was able to receive an easement from the 
regional transfer station for minor clearing on its property 
to assist with traffic visibility. 

Bill Madden of GAP Engineering showed 
modifications that shrink the stormwater management 
system by 40 percent by deepening the detention basins, 
eliminating some catch basins and removing an unneeded 
access road. The reduction preserved 39,000 square feet in 
the modified plans, he said. 

Responding to a board member question about 
leaks, Mr. Madden said that the plant would be able to 
store 1,000 gallons if the liquid asphalt penetrated through 
the tank and surrounding concrete structure. He said that 
the accident potential is low because once asphalt enters 
into unheated territory, it solidifies. 

Traffic consultant Carl Adamo responded to 
concerns presented by Mr. Charbonneau, town planner, 
about the above average accident rate at the unsignaled 
County Rd. /King's Highway /Main Street intersection. 
He said that of the past ten accidents at the site, none 
involved trucks and most occurred with vehicles going 
north on Main Street, away from traffic going to and 
from the plant. Purther, he said the plant would actively 
encourage traffic to circulate away from that particular 
intersection. 

The board then turned the floor to the public for 
its comment. Por the most part, concerns about increased 
traffic dominated the discussion, as many Rochester and 
West Wareham residents described heavy truck traffic in 
the area. 

"You're talking about a lot of truck traffic in 
the near future, and that leads to water pollution,'' said 
Doug Rockland of 40 Pierce St. He also noted that a 
potential strip mall might compound the traffic issue, but 
Chairman Johnson responded that a development that has 
yet to reach the board is beyond its consideration. Also, 
the resident said that more trucks on King's Highway 
would damage the road, and Chairman Johnson asked the 
town planner to investigate the road's current condition. 

Wareham resident Pred Higgins asked the board 
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and applicant to "play fair", with comments that residents 
already endure early 2:00 am motor noise and trains going 
through the area. "Enough is enough/' he said. 

Other applicants expressed environmental 
concerns with a new plant. "Is this really what we 
need? Do we need another asphalt plant? What about 
the environment?" asked Anne Higgins of Wareham. 
Rochester resident Sydney Lewis also relayed worries 
about the effects on groundwater, but Mr. Madden 
stressed that the plant would meet the Department of 
Environmental Protection standards and that "there 
would be no impact on the groundwater." Mr. Higgins 
added that the plant would require a state-mandated air 
permit to limit emissions. 

Direct abutter George Millet - who said that the 
proposed plant would be 20 yards from his home - listed 
several concerns, including nighttime traffic, pollution, 
reduction in property values and health effects. He said 
that already with the existing bituminous plant the odor is 
"terrible", and that plant sits thousands of yards from his 
home. 
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Benjamin Tymann of Mintz Levin, who is the 
legal representative to residential abutters, Rochester 
Bituminous Products and Todesca Realty Trust, brought 
to the board's attention a 1989 town bylaw that prohibits 
development that negatively impacts property values. 
'T'm asking the board, 'Will you honor the bylaw'?'' he 
said. 

Remarking that Mr. Tymann' s Rochester 
Bituminous Plants gained approval in 1994, Chairman 
Johnson responded, "Now I'm concerned about the 
decision on your plant." Following a question posed by 
board member Mr. Bailey, Atty. Bailey clarified that action 
cannot be retroactively taken to revoke a permit that 
did not conform with a town bylaw. The town counsel 
also said that because the bylaw had never before been 
explored by the board, that it should take testimony on it 
for consideration. 

At this point, Mr. Tymann explained his 
intentions to conduct thorough peer review studies on 
proposed plant's impact on traffic, aesthetics, odors, 
noise, runoff and abutter's wells. 

In response to Tymann' s announcement, Mr. 
Higgins said that, given the original plan was received 
by the town on November 18 - over two months ago 
- that the representative was unfairly holding up the 
process. After some discussion, the applicant agreed to 
an extension through February 28 to allow for two more 
hearings to take place. Under the law, the board must 
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render a decision on a plan within 60 days, and that 
period had already expired. 

Some discussion led by abutter legal 
representative Ken Sullivan also ensued about whether 
the board violated the open meeting law by discussing the 
matter in email exchanges. Mr. Sullivan had the emails, 
sections of which he read out loud, but Atty. Bailey urged 
Mr. Sullivan to take matters regarding open meeting 
violations to the Attorney General. 

As a final statement, board member Mr. Florindo 
assured attendees: "We are listening to you as much as 
we are listening to [Edgewood Development]. We are 
working in everyone's best interest.'' 

At 9:15 pm. Chairman Johnson entertained a 
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motion to continue the hearing for February 8 at 7:30 pm 
at the Rochester Senior Center, which passed. The board 
then adjourned. 
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Snow Parking Cooperation Requested 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Vice Chairman Paul 
Silva on January 25, 2011 at 7:05 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. Also in attendance were 
Selectman George Randall and Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne and Assistant to the Selectmen Melody 
Pacheco. Chairman Jordan Collyer, an on-call firefighter 
responding to a water main break at a home in the 
Holly woods, joined the meeting briefly after it started. 

The Board approved the minutes of the January 
11, 2011 meeting, both open and executive session. 

The Board also voted to approve new "No 
Parking'' areas on Barstow Street. At the previous 
meeting, the Board heard about the parking congestion 
that was making visibility difficult for drivers trying 
to take a turn onto Water Street. The town received no 
feedback from residents regarding the parking change, 
so the Board went ahead and approved the two "No 
Parking" areas. 

In their first appointment, the Board met 
with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham to continue 
a discussion from the previous meeting regarding an 
approach to a village road improvement capital plan. At 
the previous meeting, the Board had concluded that they 
would collect revenue for the $4 million dollar project 
from Chapter 90 funds, the sale of town-owned land, and 
through debt-scheduling. 

Mr. Gagne said he had spoken to Marion's 
town administrator, Paul Dawson, about the possibility 
of renting some of Marion's resources to complete the 
project, including a "vac truck" that normally costs 
$200,000 to purchase. 

Mr. Denham said that, by reaching out to 
neighboring towns for labor and equipment, and by 
completing the work "in-house", the project could save 
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as much as $250,000. Chapter 90 funds "will go an awful 
lot further'' if used on town highway workers instead of 
bidding out, he said. 

As he stated at the January 11 meeting, Mr. Gagne 
would like to evaluate how much revenue the town 
would get from the sale of land so he would have a more 
detailed capital need plan for town voters at the May 
annual town meeting.

Proposed Cell Tower Concerns Abutters 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
was called to order at 7:30 pm by Chairman Robert 
Wedge on Thursday, January 20 in the Marion Town Hall 
conference room. Also present were members John Sylvia, 
Demi Barros, Tom Cooper, Bob Alves, Betsy Dunn, and 
Secretary Anne Marie Tobia. 

The board opened a public hearing to discuss 
special permit and variance requests by T-Mobile 
Northeast LLC, 4 Derby Lane. T-Mobile is proposing 
to erect a 130-foot monopine cell phone tower on land 
owned by Barbara DeCosta, on Derby Lane, which abuts 
Washburn Lane in Marion. 

Chairman Wedge said that reports from the Board 
of Health and Conservation Commission expressed no 
objection to the proposal. The Planning Board referred 
the proposal to the ZBA, but suggested that town counsel 
determine how to proceed, because the town's bylaws do 
not specifically deal with cell phone towers. At issue is the 
wording of zoning bylaws, including one section that pre- 
dates cell phones and cable television. The bylaws address 
windmills and other structures, but do not specifically

address cell phone towers. The T-Mobile permit 
application uses the words "wireless telecommunication 
facility/' which is not addressed in either of the current 
zoning bylaws. 

T-Mobile representative Francis Parisi of Parisi 
Law Associates addressed the board. He said that 20 
percent of Massachusetts residents use only a cell phone 
and have no landline telephone. ''Fifty percent of all 911 
calls are from cell phones," said Mr. Parisi. Currently 
there are 1,500 cell towers in Massachusetts and 100,000 
towers nationwide. He said that the federal government is 
mandating improved wireless telecommunications to help 
in the effort to identify the origin of 911 calls coming from 
cell phones. 

"Mobile technology was originally designed for 
use in the auto, but now businesses and individuals are 
using cell phones at work and at home," he said. "Next 
year you'll be able to watch a Red Sox game, live, from 
your phone." Citing a demand for a better quality signal, 
T-Mobile is measuring its signal on a town-by-town basis 
and found a ''gap" in signal quality in Marion, specifically 
at the Interstate 195 interchange near Washburn Park. Mr. 
Parisi gave board members aerial photos of the proposed 
tower and how it will look from Point Road, County 
Road, Front Street, Interstate 195 and Derby Lane. "It will 
be taller than the trees around it, but as you move further 
away from it, it blends in better," he said. 

Abutters James and Kathy Tripp presented a letter

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sent to ZBA voicing their concerns regarding the proposal. 
The letter cited several issues, including Derby Lane's 
status as a public road, utilities on privately owned roads, 
the proposed plans that put the tow^er approximately 
234 feet from their home, which would not meet setback 
requirements. Also, they said that the tower would pose 
a health issue and decrease their property value. The 
Tripps said that the stake placement on the surrounding 
ground is incorrect, and that the tower would be within 
60 feet of their property Moreover, they also stressed their 
agreement with the Planning Board recommendation that 
any cell tower erected should be on town-owned land so 
the town would receive the revenue. In their discussions, 
the Planning Board approximated the annual income from 
the tower around $80,000 and that current bylaws indicate 
that a structure, such as a radio tower, should be placed 
on town land. 

In response, Mr. Parisi said that the T-Mobile 
real estate department has researched the titles, deeds 
and easement issues on the road and utility use and is 
confident that the property owner has the legal right 
to give permission for their use by T-Mobile. Mr. Parisi 
dismissed the health concerns by saying that any 
building over six stories in Massachusetts has multiple 
cell antennae on it, including all hospitals and housing 
authority buildings in the state. ''We've gotten over 
the personal safety issues... originally hospitals were 
concerned about interference with pace makers and

medical equipment, but not anymore/' he said. 

Regarding the decrease in property value, Mr. 
Parisi said that devaluation was not an issue for the ZBA 
to consider in the proposal. 

The current setback requirement for a tower is 
150 feet. In terms of setbacks, Mr. Parisi said that part of 
the lot was wet and "by pushing it back on the lot it gets 
closer to Interstate 195.'' But, Mr. Parisi argued: 'There 
is ample case law that suggests the need to improve 
telecommunications justifies the variance. 

"I have T-Mobile as a cell phone carrier," 
responded Ms. Tripp. "I've never had a dropped call... I 
just don't understand why this is necessary," she said. 

It was mentioned that the cell tower would have 
four ports, one being used by T-Mobile and the other 
three could be used by "tenants", or other cell phone 
companies. "We compete on the marketing side of the 
business... we accommodate others," said Mr. Parisi. 

"There is a lot of research to be done here," 
said Mr. Wedge. "We'll meet with town counsel, visit 
the proposed site and review all the material," he said. 
The ZBA has 90 days from December 10, 2010 to act on 
the variance submission, and 90 days from January 20 
to reach a decision on the Special Permit portion of the 
application. 

Without any further business to come before the 
board, they adjourned at 9:00 pm. 



K-6 Regionalization Benefits Weighed 

By Laura PeduUi 

Regionalizing Tri-Town elementary schools 
would not necessarily save Marion, Mattapoisett 
and Rochester any money, but it may lead to a more 
streamlined administration and better use of staff time, 
consultant David Tobin told the Old Rochester school 
regionalization subcommittee on January 20. 

With each school required to submit 107 reports 
per year to the state, or "one every other day" as Mr. 
Tobin put it, a regional system with all schools working 
through one central office would substantially reduce 
the total amount of required paperwork. Further, the 
reduction in the number of school committees, bargaining 
units for teachers and staff, and salary schedules - as well 
as the harmonization of communications - would allow 
more time for staff to focus on building a better learning 
environment, Mr. Tobin said. "[These tasks] are taking 
time away from leadership at the school district," he 
added. 

Mr. Tobin presented his findings at a two-hour 
meeting on Thursday, January 20 that examined in great 
detail the financial impact of educating the Tri-Town' s 
1,421 elementary students under one regional system. His 
report was funded by a $10,000 state grant designed to 
explore the pros and cons of regionalization. 

Mr. Tobin explained the complicated matrix 
of how money is funneled through the general school

budget, which includes foundation monies, town 
contributions, and Chapter 70 aid. More than anything, 
a fully regionalized system would rearrange how money 
is obtained and spent, but lead to little net impact on 
finances. "Mostly we would just shift around what the 
present numbers are,'' Mr. Tobin said. Overall, towns 
would owe assessments, as they currently do with high 
school, based on their number of enrolled students and 
relative wealth. Also, under a regional system, state aid 
would go to the regional district, not the town - thus the 
communities would vote on lower budgetary figures at 
town meeting time. 

Savings should not be the deciding factor to 
regionalize, he said, because although they are possible, 
they are not guaranteed. However, Mr. Tobin said there 
are many issues that require resolution prior to taking the 
step towards regionalization. 

For example, the communities would need to 
determine if the region or the individual towns cover the 
costs associated with out-of-district students, including 
special needs students. The towns currently pay for the 
36 students attending schools elsewhere. Also, Mr. Tobin 
noted the possibility that $229,693 currently paid by 
towns for retiree benefits could be billed to the region. 

Also, major issues regarding health insurance 
coverage and teacher salaries would need to be resolved. 
Under Chapter 71, 42B, staff cannot lose benefits or 
compensation as a result of regionalization. As a result.

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''All boats would need to ride to the highest point of the 
salary pond/' he said, unless new agreements are reached 
via collective bargaining. "That is a nut that would have 
to be cracked," Mr. Tobin explained. 

The varying health insurance compensation 
among towns also comes into play. ORR pays 80 percent 
of health insurance costs, Mattapoisett pays 75 percent, 
and Rochester /Marion contributes 50 percent. Under the 
law, regionalization would require a uniform rate, and 
the cost to provide the whole region with the highest 
contribution would be significant. Health insurance costs 
are rising 13 percent per year, Mr. Tobin said, further 
compounding the potential costs. After some research, 
the committee determined that if everyone signed up 
for health insurance with an 80 percent contribution, 
the region would be billed $356,419 more. Mr. Tobin 
recommended that a wellness plan could be put into 
place to reduce overall expenses. 

However, savings that would make 
regionalization "a wash" financially-speaking are partly 
related to transportation. Mr. Tobin said that special 
education transportation costs, which equal 52 percent 
of all transportation expenses, could be cut be sharing 
resources across towns. "You'd have enormous savings," 
he said. 

The committee mulled over whether the 
effort was worth the benefits. Committee member 
Sharon Hartley spoke against moving forward with 
regionalization. "There is an emotional, spiritual and 
personal battle that needs to be fought; we have people 
standing on different sides of the issues," she said, noting 
that the cost of the intensive process would not be worth 
it. 

Director of Students Services Teresa Hamm 
pointed out the benefits of regionalizing, including 
easier planning and coordination. Elise Frangos, director 
of curriculum and instruction, further remarked on 
the benefits of a harmonized curriculum across the 
elementary schools. 

"You make a good point. But is regionalization 
required for us to get to that point? It's a leadership 
issue. . . I think some of the things you mentioned are

High School to compete against the other Southeast 
Conference teams, which hail from Apponequet, 
Dartmouth, Fairhaven, Bishop Stang, and Westport. ''We 
typically come in second or third,'' math team advisor 
and math department coordinator Ms. Kellum said, 
"[and] we haven't placed first since the 2007 season." 
But at Apponequet, the ORR math team reversed this 
slump by coming in first place, which was determined 
by their score, the highest at the meet. As Ms. Kellum 
explained, the scores are cumulative over all of the meets, 
accumulating for the year to determine playoff position. 
The team has one last meet at Westport on February 16 
before playoff positions will be determined. 

Key team members at the Apponequet meet 
were Emily Bungert, Alex Stylos, and Michael Stellate. 
Both Emily Bungert and Alex Stylos are seniors 
who have been participating in math team since their 
sophomore years, while Michael Stellate is a junior who, 
undoubtedly, will continue to bring good scores to the 
team next year. 

Of the 12 members of the math team, only nine 
were able to attend the Apponequet meet, which had 
been rescheduled from the previous Wednesday due 
to the snow and was then in conflict with a track meet. 
Of the math team members, three are freshmen who, 
"are consistently competing this year," Ms. Kellum said. 
"This is not the usual for us, but these girls are gaining 
experience that should pay off in the next few years."

freshmen members are currently taking Honors Geometry 
at ORR, while the other team members are in Algebra 2 or 
beyond. 

The math team competitions require schools 
to have official teams of five members, with no more 
than two seniors and at least one underclassman. Three 
students compete on three individual rounds, and then 
work together on the final team round. The topics for 
these rounds vary from meet to meet, but the concepts 
are sorted into the categories of Arithmetic, Algebra 
1, Geometry, Algebra 2, and Advanced Topics. In each 
round, students have only ten minutes to answer three 
questions, which increase in difficulty. The individual 
round is worth six points per student, and the team 
round, which is the only round to allow the use of 
calculators, is worth ten points. 

Ms. Kellum holds math team practices every 
Wednesday until 3:15 pm in her classroom. ''We practice 
the past years' problems, share solutions, and focus on 
efficient problem-solving methods," she said. 

Ms. Kellum has been advising the math team 
since 2005, back when the math team had a better record 
for success. "We had a very strong team, including AFS 
student Shun Tori," Ms. Kellum said. "We made it all 
the way to the state competition. The team has qualified 
for the playoffs several times since then." However, 
Ms. Kellum admitted: "We've been 'off for the last few 
years."

Archive Project Examines ORR History

When it comes to questions about Old Rochester 
Regional (ORR) High School history, senior Abigail 
Zartman is the person to ask. 

Since early November, Ms. Zartman has sifted 
through countless newspaper clippings and materials 
to uncover the history behind ORR High School, which 
turns 50 this year. Under the guidance of ORR social 
studies teacher Colin Everett, Ms. Zartman is building 
a digital archive of all things ORR, and in the process 
is creating a fascinating cultural and social picture of 
student life at the school and in the Tri-Town during the 
past five decades. 

Ms. Zartman's independent study is the prelude 
to a new course - "History of Old Rochester'' - that the 
school committee approved on January 13 for inclusion 
in next year's program of studies. 

"It's all been super interesting," Ms. Zartman 
said. Although the process of scanning old documents 
is laborious and slow, she said it does afford her time 
to read through the material and discover odd and 
interesting facts about the evolution of the school. 

In particular, reports from the New England 
Association of Colleges and Schools, that document 
curricula and students activities, have proven to be a 
fascinating read, she said. 

In 1960s, students proudly joined the "Future 
Homemakers Club" or received Betty Crocker awards 
- and nearly one third put "married" in their post-high 
school plans. During this time, college was the exception 
rather than the rule. "The ratio was so different back 
then," Ms. Zartman said. 

On clippings carefully compiled on black paper, 
Ms. Zartman pointed to photos of sports practiced at 
the time, including donkey basketball (yes, played on 
real donkeys) and wheelchair basketball for able-bodied 
students. Other clippings were Letters to the Editors 
in local newspapers from students upset about the 
school's restrictive dress code, which prohibited pants 
on girls and required that shirts be completely buttoned. 
According to Ms. Zartman, the three-month debate 
spurred students to protest the dress code because 
"it didn't foster free thinking," which she said is an 
appropriate reflection of that era. 

Another interesting fact is that ORR once was 
the home of a real live bulldog. "The Senior Class of 1969 
bought a bulldog, which was kept in the front office. It 
was brought to the games," she said. 

One theme that continually emerged in reports 
and articles throughout ORR's history is the purported 
student apathy and lack of school spirit. 

"There is a story of a foreign exchange student 



who loved football, but when he went to the game, no 
one was there," Ms. Zartman said. 

"We see that theme emerge in so many articles," 
Mr. Everett said, noting that combining children from 
Rochester, Marion and Mattapoisett - towns with 
different personalities - into one district school may 
have played a role. "The school does not represent a 
single town. The district was a new entity, something 
new to the three towns," he said. 

"There was no sense of unity. This was multi- 
generational," Ms. Zartman added. 

In her research, Ms. Zartman has pored through 
old school newspapers, including the Bulldog Barkers, 
ORR Oracle and the more recent Paw Prints. However, 
she said many old newspapers have been lost in the 
shuffle, especially during the construction of the high 
school. Two school librarians from the 1960s and 1980s 
did leave a wealth of information, she said, but gaps 
persist. 

Filling these holes is a process that will continue 
when the History of Old Rochester class convenes in the 
fall. According to Mr. Everett, the class will expand upon 
Ms. Zartman' s digital database by going out into the 
community and conducting interviews and collecting 
documents from alumni. "The students will become 
historians. It will be a great opportunity at ORR," he 
said. 

Mr. Everett also envisions that the growing 
digital archive will be a source of information for 
student research papers and blossom into general source 
about the history of the Tri-Town. Eventually he plans to 
move the information online for researchers. 

In the meantime, Mr. Everett and Ms. Zartman 
hope to tap into local knowledge to help fill in the gaps. 
Specifically, they would like alumni to come forward 
with old yearbooks - especially if they are unmarked - 
and old high school and community newspapers and 
clippings. Also, they are especially interested in old 
assignments or papers. Ms. Zartman further said that 
she is interested in gaining more documentation on Bent 
Twig, an alternative high school that operated in Marion 
decades ago. Anyone who can help is encouraged to 
contact Mr. Everett through the front office at the high 
school. 

As a senior, Ms. Zartman is moving on but is 
taking a new love of historical research with her. Her 
plans include studying political science and history at 
the university level. In the meantime, Ms. Zartman and 
Mr. Everett hope to encourage everyone to understand 
their past and embrace it. 

"It's good to know who you are and where 
you've been," Mr. Everett said. 
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January 30 at Grace Episcopal Church in New Bedford at 
4:00 pm. The program of works by Brahms, Bruch, and 
Pushkin offers warm and lyrical respite from the cold.

The Empire Speaks

The King's Speech. Starring Colin Firth and Geoffrey 
Rush. Directed by Tom Hooper. Running time: 111 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The King 's Speech reminds 
us how much easier it must 
have been to be a leader before 
the advent of audio recording. 
Decades of biographical films have 
conditioned us to think of Abraham 
Lincoln as a booming, sonorous 
orator, because we have no tapes 
of him; but the real Lincoln might 
not have gotten far today, what 
with his "shrill, squeaking, piping, 
unpleasant" voice, as described 
by his law partner. Prince Albert, 
Duke of York, who became king 
in 1936, must also have cursed 
sound technology; he had a terrible 
stammer, and he would have to 
supply a calm yet authoritative 
voice leading his nation into yet 
another massive war, this time 
against a man who was, aside from 
all else, an excellent speaker. 

As Albert ("Bertie" to his 
family), who becomes George VI, 
Colin Firth carries himself with elegance and gravitas 
— Albert was, after all, a man who had fought in the 
previous war. He looks like a commander. Then he 
opens his mouth. Listening to Firth here is like listening 
to a small rusty machine trying haplessly to rev up; it's 
a considerable technical feat, and Firth weaves subtle 
variations into it. The King's Speech is on one level a tale 
of English repression: Albert's frustration at his speech

impediment, and his anger at having been mocked and 
dismissed all his life because of it, form a loop of rage that 
wraps tightly around his tongue. When he shouts, curses 
or sings — when he drops his inhibitions — his speech 
flows much better. 

This he learns from Lionel Logue (Geoffrey 
Rush), the speech therapist who agrees to take Albert 
on as a patient. Logue, an Australian, acts unimpressed 
by Albert's standing, perhaps because he knows his 

Shakespeare and knows the frailty 
of royalty. (Perhaps also because, 
like Albert, he saw ghastly things 
in the first World War.) The push- 
pull of this relationship recalls the 
dynamic between Nigel Hawthorne 
and Ian Holm in The Madness of 
King George; like that previous 
George, Albert must seem a king, 
not by becoming sane but by 
speaking clearly. And like Holm's 
physician, Logue must sidestep 
his role as a subject and be a verb, 
proactively striking at the root of 
Albert's problem. 

As directed by Tom Hooper (John 
Adams) from a sleek David Seidler 
script. The King's Speech is sturdy 
entertainment in which, once again, 
we are asked to sympathize with 
suffering royalty. I think Madness 
of King George did it better, but 
this one — which benefits from a 
nicely judged supporting turn by 
Helena Bonham Carter as Albert's adoring wife Elizabeth 
— works well enough. And when George VI steps up 
to make that big speech, declaring war on Germany, 
Hooper and Seidler have enough sense not to play it as an 
unqualified triumph. Among the king's listeners, we see, 
are young men, in and out of uniform, who will soon die, 
and mothers who will soon weep for them, and Lionel 
Logue, his expression torn between pride in his king and 
friend and despair at what must soon happen.
